The top of the 'building to be arched» 
reserving an entrance, on the aide, to 
the lanthorn, and to have a atcme cornice 
coveted with copper ao aa to preaervé 
it fiom the weather. The trap door to 
be framed with iron and covered with 
coppcr. 
On the top of the atone work 
thi-ic arc to be a tuflüeicnt number of 
aubsiantial iron aleepert» bedded there­ 
in and sloping froiA 'the centre, which 
ai-e to be covered flrat with theet Iren, 
over which ia to ke laid e cotiree of 
sheathing paper well toaked In and paid 
with tar» atid then with ahCet copper 
over the Iron, the whole to be rivetted 
together, ao aa that the floor of the 
lanthorn thua prepared, ahall be perfect­ 
ly tight and atrong, and aa durable at 
least aa upon the o.dtnary mode of lay­ 
ing the copper on wood. 


The ground floor to be paved with 
'brick or atone. 
A aufiiclvnt number of 
atrong wooden stairs, with a aafe hand 
railUig, to lead from the ground flow to 
the lanthorn, with alibetaittial plank 
floor on the joista of each atory. 
I'he 
floora as well as joists and stali a to be 
of Carolina or Georgia yellow pine clear 
of ssp. 
Ill each atory there ia to be' one 
window of twelve panes of glasa, ,ten by 
twelve inches, in atrong frames, painted 
with two coats of paint, with a atibatan- 
tial pannel door» three feet wide and fiv« 
and a half feet high, iron hin)res, lock 
and latch complete, on the lower floor. 
There ia to be an iron ladder from the 
upper story to the entrance into the 
lanthorn. 
A complete iron lanih< rn in 
the octagon form»to rCst on the plaifot in 
of the pyramid, to be aix feet ten inches 
in diameter, and seven feet three inches 
high, the eight coffi|er piecea of which 
to be One and three quarter incheti 
aquare, ;\nd to run aix feet into the atone 
woik and to bo there aecured with an* 
chore; 
The space between the poet* 
at the angles to be occupied by the aash- 
ea, which are to be of iron atruck aolid, 
and of suflicient strength to a« not to 
work with the wind, etch stab to be 
glased with strong double glaat, four, 
teen by twelve inches, of the firtt quali­ 
ty Boston m dufacture» excepting on 
one side where so much of the apace aa 
would otherwise bt filled wiih aashea ia 
to be occupied by an iron framed doo* 
covered with copper, two and a Half feet 
wide and four and a half feet high. 


The top of ihe lanthorn, to be a dome, 
four feet high, and covered with copper 
thiriy-two ounces to the square foot» 
formed by sixteen iron rafters, concen­ 
trating iti an iron hoop at the top» which 
forms the funnel for the smoke to past 
out of the latithorn into the ventilator in 
the form of a ball l uflicient to contain 
forty gallon«, and large enough to ae- 
curc the funnel aguinst rain } the venti 
lator to be turned hy a large vane, to 
that the hole for venting the^ smoke 
may always be to leeward. Th# lanthorn 
to be aurroundrd hy an iron ballustrade ; 
the railing posts of which to be one and 
a quarter inch »quare, and three rails» 
threo-fourths of un ifich aquare, between 
the posta, the highest of which to be 
three feet from the floor. The lanthorn 
to be covered with three coatt of paint. 


The doort» tashet, window framea, 
fcc. to be well painted ; and the build­ 
ing whitewcthed and furniahed with two 
complete electrical conductora, or rodt 
with peinte. 


The whole work to be executed in a 
workman like atyle, to,<k|t inapected and 
approved by the Col^pètor^ et Newport, 
Rhode-ltbMMl, or hit Agbnt, and to be 
conipleted before tbe firtt of Jan. 1317.
